the senate took up the Teller resolution 
The debate was opened by Mr. Teller, 
tbe author of the resolution. He said he 
•would; permit no man to excel him in 
honor or in-go-o-d faith. "I would do noth- 
fing that vrottld bring .about sue* a con- 
jjition of <affairs as would be disgraceful, 
VvUiatever the opinion of the senator-from 
Massachusetts (Hoaa-) may be of ray 
(opinions or convictions.. The Massachu- 
setts senator t&ed'to makeit appear that 
my position was on a parallel with the 
Snaking of a $10-piece out of a copper 
cent. Such a proposition I do not ad- 
vance, and I do not think it would find 
much support in this or any other legis- 
lative body." 


Mr. Lodge called attention to some 


statements in criticism of an aiaend- 
meiu offered to the pending resolution. 
The amendment declared that tho obli- 
gations of the United States should be 
paid "in the money that is the highest 
money of the world, in gold, or ifs equiva- 
lent in gold, whether ttuat be silver or 
paper."

by a crime the price of silver had been 
reduced until the silver in a dollar was 
worth but 44 c&n/ts, yet the same sena- 
tors who made the charge of that "crime" 
advocated the payment of the govern- 
ment's obligations in this depreciated 
money—money that had been depreci- 
ated, as they claimed, by crime. It had 
b^en made evident by the statements ol 
the senator from Arkansas (Berry), to 
whom Mr. Hoar referred as an "honest, 
stalwart old Confederate who was will- 
ing to walk up to the caiuion'a mouth" 
of the pending question, that it was Uw 
purpose of tho stiver men to go into the 
icampaign of 1900,and declare it to bo 
right and honest to pay obligations in 
40-cent dollars and to stigmatize as 
"grabbers" and "robbers" those who dif- 
fered with them upon the honesty of such 
a policy.

Twisting a Rabbit. 


The wretched rabbit is first driven 


into a hollow log or tree or hole, as 
tha case may be. Then the twister cuts 
and trims a supple gad of suitable- 
length, inserts it into tho retreat and 
pokes about till he feels the rabbit. The 
gad is then withdrawn, and it's ten to 
one that a hair or two clinging to the 
end v?ill prove that the rabbit has been 
touched. The twister now makes a split 
in the end of the gad, feels for the prey 
again, and when tho split is in the fur 
turns the gad steadily in one direction 
till a firm hold has been taken of the 
fur. The rabbit is then dragged out and 
dispatched, if everything works just 
right. Too frequently things go wrong. 
A rabbit's skin is very tender, and a 
rough handed twister may twist 
off 


inches of skin and wads of fur before 
he thinks that he has secured a proper 
bold. Not seldom the agonized rabbit 
resists so strongly that the skin is torn 
off during the pulling process. 
The 


whole business savors too much of flay- 
ing a beast alive to be worthy of fur- 
ther discussion. 


But in one instance the rabbit did 


not suffer. A clever youth found a hole 
under a stump and decided to twist thd 
hidden rabbit The stick took hold in, 
excellent style, the rabbit straggled 
bravely, bnt a powerful pull brought it 
forth with a bounce. It was a very ou- 
rions rabbit—in fact, the only one en. 
record which wore a long, bushy tail 
and a black and white coat, and, jurijj- 
ing by the odor of it, it must have btssi 
in that hole a very long time.—Ed- 
ward W. Sandys in Outing. 


Reform In Ancient Stuttgart. 


Tho question of the nightly illumi- 


nation of the old city was always a con- 
tested one, and fiercely waged the w/ar- 
fare between the dukes and the town 
authorities. It was Eberhard Ludwig 
who finally defied the doughty magis- 
trates and ordered that a number of lan- 
terns should be supplied. The lanterns 
were provided, but 
the magistrates 


would not allow them to be lighted. A 
hot contest followed between the duke 
and the chief magistrate. The latter 
had but one response for all the angry 
remonstrances of the duke, ""When 
people should be brought into view be- 
fore the eyes of night thieves, how easy 
it would be for them to drag their vic- 
tims to a dark plai-o, plunder and kill 
them!" Eberhard was obliged to give 
tip his project. 


Duke Carl insisted that the streets 


should be lighted and carried his point, 
bnt no sooner had be removed his resi- 
dence to Ludwigsbnrg than complete 
darkness once more nightly settled over 
the streets of Stuttgart. Iron pillars, to 
which shallow pans were attached, 
were stationed at regular intervals 
along the streets. When, on extraordi- 
nary occasions, illumination was allow- 
ed, rosin and pitch were lighted in these 
pans, and the flickering flames only 
added weirduess to tho darkness that 
they were intended to dissipate. 


As late as 1770 lanterns hung in tho 


places designated by Duko Carl, bnt 
they burned not. The security of the 
citizens wan above all else.—"Stutt- 
gart," by Elise J. Allen, in Harper's 
Magazine.

HARVARD'S LIBRARY. 


AND THE MAN WHO HAS BEEN CHOSEN 


TO TAKE CHARQE OF IT. 


Librarian Lane Has Been * Ix>»*r of Book! 


From Boyhood and How Ha* 500,000 
Volume* Under His Care—How the Col- 
lection H»» Grown. 


William Coalidge Lane, tho newly ap- 


pointed librarian for Harvard university, 
Is rather a young wan for the position, 
being only 89. He Is, however, one of tho 
leading librarians of tho country and is 
known to bibliographers thuiughcut tho 
world on account of his cuntri'juticss to 
tho book loio of the study of Dame. Mr. 
Lnno will be perfectly at home in the 
Harvard librmy, for he is agraduiitoof

the university and was connected with 
tho library for 12 years, only leaving to 
become librarian of the Boston AthenoBam, 
a post which he will hold until his suc- 
cessor can be found. 


Mr. Lane was born in Newtonville, 


Mass., and comes of a long line of early 
settlers. 
"When he entered Harvard at the 


age of 19, his family removed to Cam- 
bridge and there he has lived over since. 
Even as a boy he had been a lover of books 
and long before he completed his college 
course he determined to become a librarian. 
The opportunity offered, lor soon after his 
graduation there was a vacancy in the 
Harvard library, and he secured it 
The 


position was a humble one, but it gave 
him a chance to live among books, and 
this alone was enough to make it desira- 
ble in his eyes. 


Under the friendly direction of the late 


Justin Winsor he added much to his 
knowledge of books and learned how to 
apply it. After serving for sis years he 
was made, in 1887, assistant librarian and 
continued in this capacity until 1898 when 
he went to the Athencuum. He has been 
secretary for the publishing section of the 
American Library association since it was 
organized, in 1886, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Library club artd secretary of 
the Phi Beta Kappa society. As librarian 
of the Danto society since its organization 
in 1888 he has compiled the catalogues oi 
the library of that society and done othei 
•valuable work of a similar nature. 


Being a loyal Harvard man, of course ii 


is tho fulfillment of his dearest ambition 
to be placed at the head of the great 
library in Cambridge which inspired in 
him his love for books. Tho grand total 
of volumes which he will have under his 
control and which are accessible to Har- 
vard students falls little short of 600,000. 


Harvard library was founded in 1640. 


Its nucleus was tho litfclo store of booka 
which John Harvard left to the college. 
There were only 800 volumes, but so scarco 
were books in the new world at that time 
that this poor little collection made Cam- 
bridge the literary center of America, a 
distinction whioh it has not even yet whol- 
ly lost its grip on. In 1667 Solomon Stod- 
dard was chosen "library keeper" and 
among the rules he forroulatrd was tho 
following: "No scholar in the college un- 
der a senior may borrow a book." Quite 
different was the principle enunciated by 
the late Librarian Winsor, who said, "1 
try never to forget that the prime purpose 
of a book is to be much read." 


In 1764 tho college library, whioh at 


that time was housed In one end of old 
Harvard hall, was almost wiped out by 
fire. Of the 6,000 volumes which had been 
accumulated only about 100 were saved. 
This heavy loss only served to awaken the 
sympathy of the colonies and England for 
the college, and when iu 1766 the new 
Harvard hall was bu.il* roany generous 
donations of books bad been made. The 
library occupied two rooms on the second 
floor of the hall until 1811 when it was 
finally settled in Cforeball. This building, 
which has been enlarged from time to 
time, was originally constructed in tho 
form of a Latin cross, with the nave 140 
feet loag and the transepts 81 feet long. 
One of the transepts has been extended so 
that it is 161 feet in length, but further 
additions will have to be made in the near 
future in order to accommodate the con- 
stant additions which nro being made. 


A most liberal policy has been adopted 


in regard to the loaning of books and only 
such restrictions are imposed as are deem- 
ed necessary for the protection of property. 
The reading room in Gore hall now con- 
tains 376 seats and tables. It is well light-

Saffron. 


Saffron would strike an ordinary ob- 


BOTver as decidedly expensive at 56 
shillings per pound until told that it is 
composed of the central small portions 
only of the flowers of a species of cro- 
cus, 70,000 of which it takes to yield 
the material for one pound. The won- 
der then becomes that it is so cheap; 
that it can pay to grow and gather it 
at the price. As a matter of fact, it has 
failed to pay tie English grower—by 
this retaining, in the name of his town 
of Saffron-Walden, but a hint of former 
importance in this particular direction, 
Ibreuoh and Spanish soils being more 
suitable to the full growth of the flowers 
and foreign labor cheaper in the work 
of picking. Its use in medicine has } 
practically died out, barring perhaps the ' 
popular belief that, steeped in hot milk 
or cider, it helps the eruption of measles 
to fully appear. 


As a dye in creaming curtains and to 


give a rich appearance to cake ifc is still, 
however, in general demand, for which 
purpose it is well suited in being both 
harmless and strong, one grain, com- 
posed of the style and stigmas of nine 
flowers, being sufficient to give a dis- 
tinct yellow tint to ten gallons of water. 
Its high price, by the way, has led to a 
peculiar form of adulteration, for, apart 
from the crude and commonplace one of 
dusting with a heavy powder, such as 
gypsum, to give weight, the similar 
portions of other and commoner flowers 
have been specially dyed and worked 
thoroughly in among the genuine ones.

The Oare of House Ferns. 


In the bonso where ferns are kept in- 


duce by means of evaporation, syring- 
ing or spraying as much moisture to the 
air as possible, for they generally do 
net successfully withstand a dry, parch- 
ing atmosphere. For the purpose of 
retaining moist air about the plant 
"Wardian oases or ferneries are often 
used with good success or a glass bell 
placed over the plant part of the time. 
It is well to bear in mind also that 
ferns, -with the exception of the hardy 
upland sorts, grow in moist, shaded 
places. It is therefore essential that 
they never dry out and that they be 
kept in partial shade. It ia not wise, 
however, to soak the plants daily, , 
whether needed or not. When new j 
fronds are unfurling, avoid placing the | 
plant in a position where it will be ex- i 
posed to the full power of the sunlight, j 
as it will sometimes burn or blast the 
tender young fronds. — Woman's Home 
Companion.

BEAJL NEW ENGLAND WINTER AND 


ITS BENEFITS. 


The high-piled snow and the cold, crisp

The late Dr. John W, Draper, who wrote 


• a carious book upon this subject, affirmed 
, that for the proper development of the 


human character a succession of seasons 
is necessary. He risked this sweeping 
generalization: ''The absence of summer 
it the absence of taste and genius; where 
there is no winter, loyalty is unknown." 
Contrasting the distinctive qualities of the 
people of the North and the Ssuth, he 
built up a number of other theories de- 
ducing the different qualities from dif- 
ferences of climate. 


"In the North," he said, "the alterna- 


tion of winter and summer allots for the 
life of man distinct and different duties- 
Summer is the season of outdoor labor; 
winter is spent in the dwelling. In the 
South labor may be continuous, though 
it may vary. The Northern man must do 
today that which the Southern man may 
put off till tomorrow. For this reason the 
Northern man must be industrious; the 
Southern man may be indolent, having 
less foresight and a less tendency to 
regulated habits. 
The cold, bringing 


with it » partial cessation from labon 
affords also an opportunity for forethought 
and reflection} and hence the Northern 
man -acquirts a habit of not 
acting 


without consideration, 
and is slower 


in the initiation of his movements. 
The Southern man in prone to act with- 
out reflection; he does not fairly weigh 
th« iwt consequences of what he is about 
to do. The one is cautions, the other 1m- 
pnblre.

It becomes Northern men, therefore, 
when the snow makes walking difficult, 
and the cold nips their ears, not to de- 
claim too harshly against the roughness 
of their olimatx Let ttiem turn UD their 
coat collars aad plod on, speaking well 
of the frosty but kindly winter, which 
has helped to make them a hardier and 
more influential race than if they and 
their forefathers had basked in a milder 
clime."

HOTf HE BAN AFTER A RAGGED BOY 


The President Entertains a Disappointed 


Office Seeker at the White House—Ever 
Thoughtful of His Old Friends ET«U 
Amid the Care* of Olllce. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 37.—[Special.]—Sto- 


ries of tho president arc always in order. 
The other day I met a member of congress, 
a Kopublioau, a man of long experience in 
public life, nnd of conceded ability zind in- 
fluence. Ho was very much disturbed 
about tho president's Cuban policy, and he 
told me ho was going up to tho VVhito 
House to talk tho whole matter over with 
Mr. MoKinley. ''The presidentno"dsso:no 
good advice," said this member of con- 
gress, ''and I am going to give it to him. 
I am goiug to talk plainly too. I am not 
going to iniuco words." Thon ho told niu 
in subbtanco what he was going to say to 
tho president. 


Kext day I mot this member of congress 


coming from tho White House. "Yes, I 
havo seen tho president," he said, in re- 
sponse to my questions. "Did I give him 
the talking to that I had intended? Well, 
no, nut exactly. You see, the president 
was very communicative to nio about tho 
Cuban question. Ho told me things I nev- 
er knew before. In a few minutes he had 
convinced me that he knew about 50 times 
as much about Cuba as I did. Then he 
asked mo what I thought about it, if I 
couldn't ghe him some suggestions, and 
blame mo if I had tho nerve to say a single 
word of what I had goao there to say. I 
have today learned a lesson. When you 
think of giving advice to a man about his 
business, bo sure you know at least as 
much about it as ho does, or you may make 
yourself ridiculous." 


Mrs. McKinley Fond of Children. 


Mrs. 
McKinley is exceedingly fond of 


children. At Canton, before and after the 
election of 1896, the young -boys and girls 
of the town, knowing the reception which 
they would find at the famous little house 
on Market street, had a way of running in 
quite informally to see the wife of the fu- 
ture president. One day, during a rain- 
storm, a ragged little fellow walked up the 
yard to the porch and tried to get in the 
door. In some way he had heard that Mrs. 
MoKinloy liked little boys, and he, too, 
wanted the honor of her caresses. And 
perhaps he should see and speak with the 
president himself—who could tell? So he 
marched bravely up, all by himself. But 
he didn't know how to ring the bell, and 
his little knockings brought no response. 
No one happened to hear him, and he wait- 
ed and waited, his heart sinking lower and 
lower under his torn, dusty jacket After 
a time hope and courage failed him and ha 
started mournfully away, the tears gather- 
ing in his big brown eyes. Some one in 
the household saw him as ho walked sadly 
down to the gate and called the attention 
of Governor McKinley to him. 


Quick as a flash the president elect ran 


out of the house hatless in the rain and 
brought the lad back with him, where 
Mrs. McKinley's kindness and a big plate 
of ice cream rewarded him for all his trials. 


It is not every poor boy that has had a 


president of the United States chasing him 
bareheaded in a rainstorm. 


Entertains Old Friends. 


President McKinley's thoughtful atten- 


tions to his old friends are often comment- 
ed on in Washington. One day Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley told her husband she bad learned 
from a caller, one of their old friends from 
home, that a certain Mr. Blank of Canton 
was coming to Washington that day on 
business. Now, this Mr, Blank had want- 
ed the president to appoint him to an office, 
and, though the prosidenb liked the man 
very much and was indeed under obliga- 
tions to him, he couldn't see his way clear 
to making the appointment so much de- 
sired. But there was something he could 
do. He sent a telegram to Harrlsburg in- 
viting Mr. Blank to dinner at the White 
House immediately upon his arrival in | 
Washington, and when Mr. Blank reached 
the railway station in the Capital City he 
found the president's carriage waiting for 
him. 
He drove to the executive mansion, 


where ho was warmly greeted by the pres- 
ident, who had considerately forgotten to 
don his dress coat. Mr. Blank was so woll 
pleased with his evening at the White 
House that on returning home he said to 
his friends: 


"I'd rather have had that evening with 


the president and Mrs. McKinley in the 
White JHouso than any old office "in the 
government." 


From President McKinley's family din- 


ner party in the White House just after the 
inauguration one invited guest, Mr. Bar- 
ber of Canton, was missing. He had not 
received his invitation, through some mis- j 
understanding or accident, and had gone 
I 


away to Mount Ternon. President Mo- 
Kinloy noticed his absence and inquired 
about it. Having learned that Mr. Barber 
had arranged to leave the capitol early the 
next day, and knowing he would regret if 
compelled to go away without breaking 
bread in tho White House, the president 
summoned ono of his clerks and sent him 
to Mr. Barber's hotel with an invitation 
to breakfast at tbo executive mansion the 
Best morning. Even in the busy hours of 
his first assumption of responsibility for 
the ship of state Mr. McKinley did not 
forget tho smallest amenity of social and 
family life.

Bishop rotter. 


Bishop Henry'Codman Potter's denial 


of the report that he purposes removing 
himself to England and there ending his 
days is sufficiently direct and emphatic, it 
would appear, to silence any repetition of 
the story. It was no doubt started, as the 
bishop declares, by certain newspaper re- 
ports of a speech made by him at tho 
Church club, in which he said a lot of 
sharp things, though not nearly all he was 
credited with by the "yellow journals," 
this phrase being the bishop's own. 


As a matter of fact, the speech as actu- 


ally delivered was by no means as sharp as 
some others that have been spoken by this 
bishop. In 1889 he preached a sermon 
which formed part of the ceruinonies cele- 
brating the constitutional centennial that 
aroused general and excited discussion bo- 
cause of its severe, critical tone, and he has 
been prone for years to stir things up gen- 
erally at more or less irregular intervals. 
And in tbeao upstirrings, to his credit be 
it spoken, the bishop seems to be in no 
sense a respecter of persons, for he drives 
as hard at those having money as those 
having it not.

ability and piety, and yet the impression 
sure to be strongest in the minds of nine 
in ten on seeing him the first time, espe- 
lially if he be out of the pulpit and clad in 
worldly garb, is, "There is the best dressed 
man in all America.". jThen, no matter 
how heedless the beholder' may be of sar- 
torial effects in general, this mental in- 
quiry is sure to follow, "Vvliore could ho 
find a tailor capable of fitting a coat like 
that?" 
Curiously enough, and this has been 


mentioned to the writer by half a dozen at 
least, the impression producedl by the 
clothes wears away in a very short time, 
to be followed by a far different and more 
lasting one, for the bishop is ever as 
thoroughly dignified aa faultlessly dressed, 
and his dignity being genuine it presently 
quite effaces the impression produced by 
his clothes. Episcopalians remember the 
fact perhaps, but most persons outside the 
fold of their church have probably forgot- 
ten that ability, piety, dignity and polish 
are all this bishop's by direct inheritance. 
His Either was Alonzo Potter, bishop of 
Pennsylvania aoid later vice president of 
Union college, and Horatio Potter, brother 
of Akwzo and uncle of the present bishop, 
was bis predecessor in charge of the diocese 
of New York. 


Bishop Potter and the Catholic Arch- 


bishop Conigan feel cordial esteem for 
each other and always smile the smile of 
friendship when .they'meet in public, and 
while their meetings in private life may 
hardly be spoken of aa frequent they aro 
still often enough to make their mutual 
regard an active one. Four or five years 
ago,'It will be remembered, there was a 
stropg movement in certain quarters to 
change Bishop Potter's title to that of arch- 
bishop, but he looked with no favor upon 
the scheme, and it therefore fell by its own 
weight. 
In spita of his elegant attire and his 


polishedsnannerB, Bishop Potter is intense- 
ly interested in tha lifa of the common 
toiling human being. Tho episcopal resi- 
dence is on the very edge of the tenement 
district, and the prooathedral, a church 
planted in Stanton street in the midst of 
the stums, receives more of the bishop's 
personal attention week in and week out 
than any other one church in tho diocese. 
In 1895 he spent a month there in mid- 
summer, and he knows ns much about the 
troubles and temptations and victories of 
the'poor as those of tho rich.

Last Saturday night's Reform club din- 


ner, at which J. Q. A. Ward, F. Welling- 
ton Buckstuhl and other lights in the Na- 
tional Sculpture society wore prominently 
present, has caused a good deal of talk 
among the American Sculptors, whose re- 
lations to tho other society havo already 
been duly set out in this correspondence. 


It must be an open secret by this time 


that the American Sculpture society hopes 
to secure the co-operation of Mr. Croker and 
his tiger in the wiping oat of the influence 
now exercised with regard to tho city's ac- 
ceptance of otatuary by the Fine Art fnd- 
eratlon. And the giving of a dinner to a 
tot of National Sculptors by the Boform 
club must have been something for the 
American Sculptors to rejoice over, for 
Mr. Croker's tiger is in nowise favorably 
disposed toward the Beform club or any- 
thing its members indorse, and its good 
offices might easily, though unwittingly, 
bring about tho occasion for the Fine Art 
federation's- funeral.

Eye Remedies. 


One of the simplest and best reme- 


dies for inflammation or strain is to 
bathe the eyes in warm water. Another 
good remedy is a solution of salt and 
water made by putting a teaspoonful of 
fine table salt into a half pint of water. 
Let it boil, and when cold strain it, re- 
moving any particles or sediment. Put- 
ting this on the outside of the lids is 
Eimply a waste of time. The eye shonld 
be opened, the lids drawn back, and the 
inflamed portion touched with a camel's 
hair brush dipped in the salt water. 
Outside applications do not reach the 
seat of the ailment. A teaspoonful of 
boracic acid in half a pint of water pre- 
pared in the same way is excellent. If 
there are granulations and very seritms 
inflammation, boil 
a teaspoonful of 


alum in a pint of water until it is dis- 
solved, then strain or filter as described 
and apply with a camel's hair brush 
several times a day. This is one of the 
most efficacious of remedies. —New 
York Ledger.

HOW A SHREWD RUSSIAN ADVEN- 


TUREfl FOOLED THE BRITISH. 


Count Leraticff; Who I» King 


Bismarck, and Bis Sadden Else to Power 
In Abyuiaia—Regarded u a Faxntle, He 
Has Bocome a Governor. 


One of the most picturesque and Inter- 


esting characters just now prominent in 
Africa Is Count Nicholas Leontioft". Nom- 
inally he is governor of some of tho south- 
orn provinces of Abyssinia, but actually 
ho is the dictator of tho foreign policy of 
that eemibarbarous nation, and a decided- 
ly vigorous and aggressive policy it is. Ho 
is King Menelek's Bismarck and well un- 
derstands the job. 


Yut i[ was this same LeonticfT who was j 


described by the British eiubassaclor at St. 
Petersburg in making a report to his gov- 
ernment as "a dreamer, n fifteenth cen- 
tury swashbuckler, a religious fanatic." 
This was in reply to a query from the Brit- 
ish foreign oflice. 
It hail been rumored 


Ihufc some kind of a Russian expedition 
bad started for Abyssinia headed by Leon- 
tioff, and the British wanted to know all 
about it. 


"Oh, he's perfectly absurd, this Leon- 


tieff," was the tenor of the answer sent 
buck by the observant embassador. "He 
has started out with some priests and 100 
Bibles. 
He thinks because tho Abys- 


sininns haro a religion something like that 
of the Russians that Menclok and his peo- 
ple will go into the Russian church in a 
body." 


And in this light tha expedition was 


generally regarded. Even the runners 
who came in from tho frontier brought 
word to King Menclek that a messenger 
of the cznr, bringing many books and ac- 
companied by holy men, was on his way 
to tho mountain capital. 


"Humph I Books!" exclaimed Menolek. 


"Well, let him come. It will amuso tha 
queen to look on a foreign priest." 


But when the cases which were supposed 


to contain Bibles were opened the sur- 
prised and delighted eyes of tho warrior 
king rested not on sober volumes, but on 
glistening layers of martini rifles, flanked j 
by row on row of cartridges. As a per- j 
sonal present to the king Loontieff brought 
a pair of gold mounted pistols. 


"You Russians have a line taste in Bi- 


bles," was his comment. 


Then Leontieff played his trump card. 


With an exaggerated bow and with a flat- 
tering speech he presented to the queen a 
fan of marvelous beauty. "If you will al- 
low ine, your majesty, I will open youi

Bible to & test." As he eaid this he pressed 
a spring and out came a needle dagger of 
the finest steel'. "The point is poisoned," 
added Leontieff, 
while the attendant 


priests looked straight ahead with never a 
smile. 


Since that day, nearly three years ago, 


Leontieff bas waxed great in power and 
Influence at the court of Menelek. To say 
that the queen was delighted with her. 
present is to express her emotion but 
mildly. She was even tempted to kill a j 
waiting woman on the spot in order to I 
test her new toy. 
] 


Leontieff did not go back to Russia, but 


remained to grow to be more and more of 
a favorite. Bis military training made i 
him especially valuable to Menelek, and j 
be went energetically to work to get the \ 
Abyssinian soldiers into shape. That he j 
did tiiis with considerable success the Ital- 
ians learned to their sorrow when they 
were beaten back disastrously after their 
attempt to reach Adowa. It was Leontiefl 
who was MeneJek's adviser and right hand 
man in this campaign, though the crafty 
Russian kept well behind the scenes. 


Later, when the English expedition un- 


der Colonel B -tM sought out Menelek for 
the purpose of negotiating a friendly treaty, 
Leontieff was not in evidence at the court. 
He had had a alfc with the king about the 
manner in which the Englishmen should 
be received, however, and the programme 
was followed to tie letter. Menelfik men- 
tioned Leontieff ae a stray Russian who 
had come with Bibles-and gone again. He 
Battered the English and pretended to be 
nnsious to be on friendly terms with tho 
British government. But after Rodd had j 
departed Leontieff camo-out of hiding and j 
chuckled witl the king over the clever 
manner in which the tatter had fooled tho 
English.' 


As a matter of fact, Menelek has little 


idea of continuing his friendly relations 
with the English. His country is a sort of 
buffer state between the British possessions 
on the south and British occupied Egypt 
on the north.' He intends to resent the 
encroachments of England from both sides, 
and for this purpose be has placed Count 
Leontioff in command of the provinces of 
Ethiopia. Evidently the new governor be- 
lieves that in a time of peace it is well "to 
prepare for war as he was recently in Bir- 
mingham, England, for the purpose of 
purchasing a large supply of the peculiar 
kind of "Bibles" wbich the British gun 
inaB-ufMfeurors turn out in such largo 
quantities. He bas also raised some re- 
ornltc for bis police-force in France, and he 
has picked up a few field guns which may 
some itoy come in handy down in the 


-regions.

The charing dish 


really has four parts,—the hot water 
pan, or lower one; tlie blaaer, or rooking 
pan; the lamp and the frame. Of course, 
all sorts of material is used in their con- 
struction,—silver, bronae.nickel.granite- 
•\vare and tin, but I think the most desir- 
able of all is the nickel one, for it keeps 
so bright with very iittie trouble. One 
thing remember,—place your -chafing 
dish on a tray much larger than the dish 
and use pure alcohol in the lamp, unless 
you desire "to have your room anything 
but sweet in smell. 


Now for the recipes: 
At this season 


everyone nearly likes oysters, and one 
of the best ways of serving- them is un- 
der the name of 


OYSTER OMELET. 


Put a pint of oysters into the blazer, 


'directly over the lamp, and cook in their 
own liquor until the edges curl and they 
lare plump. Remove and then add three 
tablespoonfuls of butter, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt pnd a saltspocnful of 
pepper; then stir in the beaten yolks of 
three eggs. Put the blazer over the hot 
fcrater pan, and stir until the eggs thick- 
en the mixture; then add a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice and serve on small pieces 
Of well-browned toast.

ALASKA LOG CABIN CHURCH. 


The famous log cabin church of Alaska, at Juneau, is to be abandoned, 


and a modern edifice will take the place of the picturesque old landmark. The 
old church is exceedingly primitive, being built entirely of great, rough hewn 
logs, and was one of the first miners' homes erected in Juneau. Later it was 
•unoccupied for a number of years except by transient visitors, but afterward 
•vvas used as a lodging house, blacksmith shop, and, rumor says, as a saloon. 
However, Rev. Sheldon Jackson, D. D., the present moderator of the Presby- 
terian general assembly, delivered a lecture on Board of one of the tourist 
steamers for the purpose of raising funds to buy the log cabin for a church. 
The proceeds, together with money contributed by the miners, was sufficient 
to make tne purchase, and in 1891 Rev. S. H. King was installed as pastor of 
the first white church in Juneau. The Presbyterian board sustains a mission 
for the natives, who have their own church and services. 


Mr. King remained until 1893, when he returned to the States, and for three 


years the church was without a minister, until in May, 1S96, the present 
pastor, Rev. J. H. Condit, was commissioned. 
There were only five of the 


original members remaining in the town, but Mr. Gondit has built up a mem- 
bership of S3, nearly all of whom aret young people. He has organized a Chris- 
tian Endeavor society with 20 members, while the Sunday school enrolls 70 
children. 


But the days cf this unique church edifice are numbered, for it is out of 


harmony with the development of the town, and the money has been raised 
for the new building, which will be built next summer. But tourists will miss 
the log cabin, or the Church of the Northern Light, and Mr. Condit regrets 
that it cannot be preserved as a relic of the early religious history of Alaska 


The building is about 25 by 30 feet and is heated by stoves and lighted 


with electricity. The bell tower being entirely separate from the church, it 
is necessary to ring the bell from the outside.

country has been at some time its 
guest.

"Young Tom" and held the humble posi- 
tion of "boots" in the City hotel, the rear 
of which was on Tenpence lane, now 
Temple street, and therefore opposite 
Mum's place. In 1SG9 Holahan acquired 
the property, and on his death his son 
Thomas, the present - proprietor, con- 
tinued the business on exactly the same 
lines as those laid down by his father 
and his predecessors. The widow, how- 
ever, married a John Smith, and they 
opened next door the chophouse which 
is now marked for destruction. Each 
house has always claimed to be "orig- 
inal." But there seemed to be a con- 
tradiction in the very combination, an 
"original" John Smith, and the action of 
the city authorities in demolishing the 
place will doubtless put an end to a 
time honored and fruitful subject of de- 
bate between the patrons of the rival 
establishments. 


As you approach 
"Old 
Tom's" two 


things are noticeable — first, that the 
entrance on the corner is at an angle to 


second, that what Is obviously a sign- 
board hangs over the door. On the side 
toward Broadway tba figures on the 
board are completely blotted out by 
time, while on the other side a dim pic- 
ture of the original Tom Holaban is dis- 
cernible, sitting as though to receive 
guests. 
The other side once showed 


Tom with a mug: of ale in his hand sit- 
ting beneath a picture of General Jack- 
son in full uniform (Tom was a Tam- 
many Democrat), and the whole was the 
work of a young man named Whltley, 
known afterward as Judge Whitley of 
New Jersey, who painted the pictures at 
vaiious sessions during which paints 
were not the only liquids that entered 
into the workman's consideration of the 
subject. 


As you enter the door there Is a table 


to the left and laid upon it is a tooth- 
some array, if ever there was one, fcr 
each article displayed is selected with 
the utmost caie and is fas perfect of its 
kind as the marker can supp'y. There 
are thick red anfi vb'te steaks that al- 
most say, "Eat me," as edibles are wont 
to in fairy books; chops of famous 
Southdowns, choice kidneys, fish of all 
kinds, celery, lettuce, and in season 
game of all sorts in variety, but of one 
kind in point of excellence, and that the 
highest. The floor on which you tread 
is strewn with sawdust and sand, and in 
front of you is a little low bar, behind 
which are pewters and tobies and ap- 
petizing looking fat bottles of bitters 
and spirits, and among them lives and 
has lived "Jack," who for 81 years past 
has opened "Old Tom's" at 7:30 in the 
morning and said good night to it at 
7:30 
in the evening, these being "Old 


Tom's" hours for business. "Jack" at 
one time was employed in the "Original 
John Smith's," but he was secured for 
"Old Tom's" after many diplomatic 
overtures. 


The room—there Is but one—is set 


with black walnut tables, stout and 
solid, and the tops and edges of them 
are worn with the scrubbings of years. 
TJhe light that streams through the win- 
dows is subdued in the room, and even 
the roar of Broadway comes deadened 
to the ear. Old prints depend from the 
wall, not dusty, for everything is scrupu- 
lously clean, but faded and reminiscent 
of quieter times when foreign market 
quotations came by sailing packet and 
the incoming of a vessel was an event to 
celebrate which people of the town who 
occupied semirural homes even as far 
north as Barclay street came down to 
Bowling Green to greet the arrival. 


There never has been and never will 


be a bill of fare in the place. You listen 
to what they have, give your order, and 
the waiter goes to the sliding sKutter 
that communicates with the kitchen 
and repeats it. Then if it isn't right- 
but this never happens—you have a 
chance to correct it. If "Old Tom" him- 
self takes the order, you have another 
opportunity to witness the lack of any 
spirit of innovation, for, regardless of 
the person or dish, your mandate is 
delivered in a voice always pitched in 
one key and always modulated (?) in 
the same way. 
While waiting to b« 


served there are files of the daily .and 
weekly papers to read, and in keeping 
with the spirit of age that pervades the 
place s. file of Punch is always at hand 
for those who like old jokes with their 
old ale. 


"Old Tom" himself is a personage of 


60 years or 'teo. His face is ruSicund 
and looks as though he ate his own 
good fare and drank his own old ale. 
His eyes twinkle with fun, and his 
memory is a marvel, for he can name 
on sight almost any guest who has ever 
eaten at his house, and in the busy 
hours he keeps track of the orders of 
40 or 50 people with unerring accuracy. 
The place will be "Old Tom's" for year* 
in all likelihood, for Tom is a hale man 
and hearty, but there is no "Young 
Tom" to succeed him, as his family con- 
sists of four daughters and no son. 
This seems unkind of fate, but, after 
all, it must be regarded as a sort of 
Nemesis, for never has gentlewoman 
been allowed to enlarge her sphere by 
taking luncheon 
or supper at "Old 


Tom's." So much for the famous down 
town chophouse! 


Of a different sort was "Browne's," 


up town, and yet they were bound by 
the tie that many of the men who had 
luncheon at noon at "Old Tom's" drop- 
ped into "Browne's" at midnight for a 
rabbit or a grilled bone with a toby for 
a nightcap. But its regular guests were 
for the most part actors, men about 
town, authors and literary men. 


The founder of "Browne's" was George

Then, too, be- 
gan that famous collection of photo- 
graphs of actors that made the Twenty- 
seventh street place one o/ the most in- 
teresting in the city and will form the 
main feature of the new Broadway es- 
tablishment. The donors were all per- 
sonal friends of the propiletor, and on 
most of the pictures of that time are to 
be found the autographs of the orig- 
inals. 
From the first the place was 


popular and its vogue grew to sufh an 
extent that larger quarters were neces- 
sary, and accordingly the place was 
moved to Broadway and then 10 Twen- 
ty-eighth street, opposite the present 
Fifth Avenue theater; then to Twenty- 
eeventh street, where its proprietor oc- 
cupied Nos. 12 and 14, and afterward to 
No. 31, on the opposite side. 


It was in this last location that for 


years it maintained the reputation of 
seeing at HP tables "everybody that 
was anybody" who either lived in the 
•^zy or visited it. The two rooms on 
the ground floor were giver up to ta- 
bles, and at one side was r,n odd little 
bar, with its cozy intf-r'ar finished 
with pewters and tots-.es. Bohemia in 
the best sense of the word frequented 
"Browne's"—Bohemia that thinks and 
does and is something and chooses to 
be unconventional and not the counter- 
felt that is shabby and fruitless in mind 
and estate and uses unconventionally 
to cover essential defects. 


Photographs of actors and actresses 


of old days lined the walls of both 
rooms and overflowed into the hallway. 
Interspersed with the pictures there 
were playbills of historical interest, as 
containing the first appearance of a 
man or woman subsequently to become 
famous, and curious souvenirs, such, 
for example, as the telegram sent on 
one occasion from the west by John T. 
Raymond, instructing a friend to "toss 
a dollar with Billy Deutsch for a thou- 
sand. I call heads," and the answer,

Ject. Each succeeding day brings wore 
marvelous results until the astounding 
discovery has been made that tne com- 
mon dragon fly, or mosquito uawk, 
while seemingly possessed cf only iwo 
visual organs, really has as irscy as 
30,000, each of the two visible tc. the «i- 
dinary observer being subdivided into 
18,000 separate lenses, each eyelet hav- 
ing a distinct nerve connecting it w»lh 
the brain and acting entirely independ- 
ent of its myriads of companions. Th» 
theory most generally adopted by sci- 
entists is that, while far fuperlor to 
the eye of higher animal life as regards 
moving objects, the power of observa- 
tion of the composite eye is inferior in 
its application to stationary things. The 
reason is this: The moving object is 
first observed by one of the thousands 
of facets, which perceives it for the in- 
finitesimal part of a second that it takes 
to get out of the arc of vision of that 
particular lens "and pass into that of 
another, each movement being sepa- 
rately telegraphed to the brain by the 
facet on duty. But with a stationary 
object it is different, since for some rea- 
son the minor organs fail to focus ac- 
curately, and so render the object less 
distinct than when viewed by eyes of 
only one lens each. A question which 
continues to puzzle scientists is whether 
the animal or insect sees as many im- 
ages of the objects as he has eyes or 
facets. For instance, does the dragon 
fly fancy he is flitting over 36,000 ponda 
or does he only see one? Probably one, 
for the two eyes of a human being in 
normal condition show but a s>ins?le im- 
age. Besides, apart from the Jenses and 
cones in front, the eye is a hollow 
sphere pierced by perforations, running 
down the facets toward the center. It 
follows that ihe light imnressions thus 
form a single picture or mosaic, as it 
were, each facet presenting a slightly 
different picture from its neighbor and 
the group presenting a perfect whole. 
There are many other animals possess- 
ed of an extraordinary number of eyes. 
James Francis Stevens, a ncted ento- 
mologist, is said to have recorded 2,000 
such species in his garden in one dfter- 
noon, while Francis Pascoe, another 
noted naturalist, counted 80 different 
specimens on his library window.

In this abode the mother bird lays two 
eggs, which are great curiosities. The 
long end ef the egg tapers clown to a 
point, while its color is a dirt or brown- 
ish red, with many dots and .'pots upon 
it. The young birds are driven forth 
from the nest by their savage parents 
to sc:at"ch for themselves as soon as 
they are able to fly, and no training 
whatever is given them l>y the old bird. 
That is left to their instinct, which hun- 
ger and necessity develop. 


There is no going back to the old 


home for the young eagle, for th^ moth- 
er bird at once tears up every vestige 
of the nest where they have thriven 
since birth, and while they emit plain- 
tive shrieks, darts at them and pushes 
them off the crags or rocks, and as they 
must take to their wings or fall this is 
how they learn to fly at once. It takes 
three years for a young eagle to gain 
its full and complete plumage and for 
the development of its strength. Once 
full grown, provided it does not meet 
with a violent death, an eagle should 
live between SO and 160 years.

Nathaniel Mosely was arraigned before 


Judge Maynard in the superior court at 
Pittsfield this morning, charged with the 
murder of George II. Spencer in Harts- 
ville October 16, Mosely pleaded "not 
guilty" in a firm voice,—and will be tried 
at a special sitting of the superior court, 
the date of which is not set yet. 


Judge Maynard assigned to him as 


counsel ex-District Attorney Hibbard of 


Pittsfield and Attorney Charles C. War- 
ner of Great Harrington. No mention 
was made of his mental conditkn, con- 
trary to expectation. It was generally 
believed that either Dr. Nims or Dr. Bur- 
ton, who made an examination of his 
condition Wednesday, would give the 
results of their conclusions when he 
pleaded, but it now seems probable that 
the commonwealth will prosecute him on 
the charge of murder, leaving Mosely's 
lawyers to offer the plea of insanity in 
defense. 


Mosely seemed in excellent health as 


he appeared in court. He was neatly 
dressed, and would hardly be recognized 
as tho same man who was brought to j"ai* 
tbree months ago. He has gained 20 
pounds in weight during his jail life. 


The crime for which he will be tried is 


familiar to everyone in this region. On 
the morning of October 16 he went to the 
home of George Spencer, a veteran of the 
war, at whose house his mothi r was 
Diving and demanded, that she should re- 
turn with him. A few words followed 
between him and Mr. Spencer, when 
suddenly Mosley raised the gun which he 
carried and'shot the veteran in the head, 
wounding his mother at the same time- 
He then fled to the mountains, and was 
arrested some days later as a tramp in 
Arlington, and identified as the man 
wanted. 


Insanity will undoubtedly be the only 


defense offered. Mosely has twice been 
in the asylum at Northampton, and it is 
the general opinion of people in Harts- 
ville that he is unaccountable for his 
actions. His one great mania was for 
carrying his gun, and many stories are 
told of his fear of being left without it, 
even for a few minutes. He has been 
convicted also of brutal cruelty to ani- 
mals. 


Mosely's case was the only one taken 


up this morning, and was the last one to 
come before this sitting of the court, 
which adjourned before 10 o'clock. The 
last civil case was heard by Judge May- 
nard Wednesday afternoon, so that both 
criminal and civil sittings are adjourned' 


The last case of local interest Wednes- 


day afternoon was that of John L. Barker 
of Adams for injuring shade trees. The j 
case was given to the jury in the forenoon, 
and in the afternoon they reported a dis- 
agreement. It is said they stood six to 
six, and as there wag no hope of their 
agreeing, they were discharged. The case 
will probably not be tried again. 


Books Good on Fitchburg, Boston & 


Maine and Rutland Roads, 


It ia expected that there will be issued 


shortly an interchangeable mileage good 
upon the Kutland, the Boston & Maine 
and the Fitchburg railroads. This ar- 
raugement would be a little more expen- 
nivs to the railroads than is the present 


e, but the extra amount to be gained 


by suoh an arrangement would no doubt 
raise the amount of totals in passenger 
traffic. 


There are indications that the Kutland 


railroad will issue these books. This road 
only a lew weeks ago brought down the 
wrath of the ticket brokers by a regula- 
tion whereby mileage books sold at two 
cents a mile were only good to the per- 
sons whose names were inserted at 
the request of the buyer. Its new an- 
nouncement regarding mileages will be as 
welcome to the traveling public in gen- 
eral as was the former announcement un- 
welcome to the brokers. 


The books over the Rutland railroad 


would ba issued under similar restrictions 
as those good only for passage over its 
road,but it is possible that the other roads 
may see lit to allow the use of the books 
without restrictions. It is needless to say 
that an interchangeable mileage would 
meet with universal approval among 
those who travel over the roads inter- 
ested.
